Group II, claim(s) 8-10, drawn to DNA. 

Each amino acid or nucleotide sequence is considered to be a patentably distinct chemical 
compound. Accordingly, upon the election of either Group I or Group II, applicant is further 
required to elect but a single amino acid or nucleotide residue sequence, as appropriate, for 
examination. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: DNA and proteins are different chemical substances, 
comprised of different subunits, i.e., nucleotides and amino acids, respectively. Accordingly, 
Groups I and II do not have the same or corresponding special technical features so as to relate to 
a single general inventive concept and thereby have unity of invention.
